Another division of the Greek troops, it 
is reported, has traversed the Keveni 
pass and captured three bloek-houses,

Damasi, where it will effect a union 
with the force that captured the town. 
The 2 0,000 troops under General Srriole- 
nitz displayed 
the 
greatest bravery. 
Keveni lies twelve miles northwest of 
Larissa. 
Edhem Pasha, with a force 
varlouly estimated at from 1 0,000 to It,- 
000 troops, led seven assaults against 
it Monday, hut al! were repulsed by the 
Greeks. 
Crown Prince Constantin has 
telegraphed here that the Turks at that 
point were completely and finally re­ 
pulsed.

The news of the capture of Damasi 
puts a new complexion upon the situa­ 
tion on the frontier, is a great encour­ 
agement to the government, and Is like­ 
ly to have a most exhilarating effect up­ 
on the spirits of the Greeks, who had 
been greatly depressed by th«• reverses 
of their troops at Milouna pass. 
This 
success and the fact that the fall of 
Prevesa seems Imminent virtu ally off­ 
sets the calam ity at Milouna. 
I f the 
Greek divisions effect a union at Da 
masi, as is expected, there is almost 
nothing In the w ay of their prompt ad 
vance to Elassnna.

At the leg isla tive hearing g iven in 
Connecticut on woman suffrag e J udg e 
Hooker recalled the fact that for many 
y ears he and his friends had appealed 
to the leg islature of Connecticut to 
g rant suffrag e to colored men and had 
met 
with 
“ contemptuous 
refusa l.” 
They then petitioned that colored peo­ 
ple should not be taxed, since they were 
not represented.

and from 18 44 to 187 1 the real and i» r- 
sonal property of colored persons in 
Connecticut was exempted from ta xa ­ 
tion.
